The Directors 


From various fields of business and manufacturing have come 
seven outstanding citizens who comprise the Baltimore Colts’ board 
of directors. They form the administrational structure of the team 
and map its policy. 

The major stockholder, chairman of the board and president is 
Carroll D. Rosenbloom, a native son and former athlete at Balti- 
more City College and the University of Pennsylvania. His interests 
are far-reaching, especially in the manufacture of textiles. 

Holding the position of executive vice-president and general 
manager is Donald S. Kellett, also a former University of Pennsyl- 
vania athlete who was a major league baseball player, college coach 
and television executive before coming to Baltimore. 

Vice-President of the Colts’ Board is Zanvyl Krieger, a promi- 
nent Baltimore attorney. He, too, is a graduate of Baltimore City 
College, the Johns Hopkins University and the Harvard Law 
School. Besides his affiliation with the Colts, he is treasurer of the 
Baltimore Orioles. 

The other vice-president is R. Bruce Livie, an automobile dis- 
tributor, who served as chairman of the ticket drive in 1953 which 
enabled the Colts to return to football. He is a former pilot in the 
Royal Canadian Air Force, a golf professional and owner of the 
Bobanet Racing Stable. 

Thomas Mullan, Sr., serves as the Colts’ secretary. He is a 
leading Maryland contractor, builder and developer. Mullan, like 
Krieger, is a member of the Oriole board. He has made an out- 
standing contribution to the youth of the city by working con- 
tinually to improve recreational facilities. 

William F. Hilgenberg is treasurer of the Colts. He is active in 
fraternal and community affairs and has received virtually every 
honor a city can pay to a civic leader. He is an outstanding business 
executive, president of the Baltimore Fire Board and member of the 
Civic Center Commission. Last June, he was presented the “Inter- 
faith Award” for his example in furthering the ideals of brother- 
hood among all men. 

William D. Macmillan, recognized as one of the foremost 
attorneys in Baltimore, is the other member of the Colts’ board. 
He is the team’s legal counsel. It was Macmillan’s direction which 
resulted in Baltimore returning to the National Football League 
three years ago.

Considerable reluctance — brought on by pressing business 
interests—preceded Carroll. D. Rosenbloom’s entrance into pro- 
fessional football. It was a question of finding enough hours in the 
day to adequately survise his multiple enterprises without having 
to look after the Baltimore Colts, too. 

But Rosenbloom accepted control of the 
Colts in 1953—the year of their restoration— 
and now says, “I have never experienced as 
much pride and pleasure in anything as I have

ak | standing business and industrial leaders. 
Among his many enterprises are the Blue Ridge Manufacturing 
Company, the Imperial Shirt Company, the American Totalisator 
Company and the Marlboro Shirt Company. 

The Colt president is a graduate of the Baltimore City College, 
where he was a pitcher on the baseball team and a football halfback. 
Only last spring, he was named to City College’s alumni “Hall of 
Fame” along with such other prominent figures as Gary Moore of 
the entertainment world, Senator Stuart Symington of Missouri 
and Dr. Alan Chesney of the Johns Hopkins medical school. 

After graduating from City College, Rosenbloom enrolled at the 
University of Pennsylvania. He was a standout runner and com- 
petitor as a varsity halfback. . 

Rosenbloom, married to the former Velma Anderson, has three 
children, Dan, Steve and Susie. He maintains residences in Balti- 
more, Margate City, N. J., and New York City. His main office 
is in New York but Carroll and his family have now moved to 
Baltimore. 

He has introduced numerous innovations to football manage- 
ment. His contributions to the Colts—the youngest team in the 
NFL—have brought commendations from all parts of the country. 
And in just four short years he has been acclaimed one of the 
outstanding owners of a professional football franchise. 





Executive Vice-President 


DONALD S. KELLETT 


Playing, coaching and the front office organization of sports 
have highlighted a distinguished career for Donald S. (Red) 
Kellett. He has been general manager of the Baltimore Colts for 
the last four years and this past spring was appointed executive 
vice-president. 

Prior to coming to the Colts in 1953, 
Kellett was in charge of television operations 
at WFIL in Philadelphia, where he first 
worked as a sportscaster in 1946. 

Kellett, born in Brooklyn, N. Y., was a 
four-letter man at Erasmus High School. He 
attended the Peekskill Military Academy and 
then matriculated at Pennsylvania, where he 
was graduated from the Wharton School of Don Kellett 
Finance. or 

At Penn, Kellett played football, basketball and baseball. Upon 
graduation in 1934, he was signed by the Boston Red Sox as one 
of the game’s first bonus boy infielders. He later played in the 
minor leagues at Little Rock, Syracuse and Lancaster. 

From campus to the American League was a big jump, but 
Kellett stayed with the Red Sox of Manager Bucky Harris all of 
1934. Two of his teammates, Dick Porter and Robert (Lefty) 
Grove, were outstanding Maryland contributions to baseball. 
Coaching also had appeal for Kellett and he spent almost ten years 
as a head coach and assistant. : 

From 1936 until 1940, he coached at Ursinus College. In 1941, 
Don returned to his alma mater’s coaching staff. His 1944-45 
basketball team won the Eastern Intercollegiate Championship. 
One of his players, Howie Dallmar, became an All-America and 
is now head coach at Stanford. 

Kellett’s outstanding front office job with the Colts brought 
him the first “Sportsman Of The Year” award made by the Balti- 
more Sports Reporters Association in 1956. 

Don is married to the former Dorothea L. Tevis. They have 
two daughters, Dona, a student at the Moore Art Institute in 
Philadelphia and Dee, a junior at Towson High School.

WEEB EWBANK 
W. C. (Wees) Ewpank, Head Coach 


Wilbur C. (Weeb) Ewbank’s reign as head coach of the Balti- 
more Colts enters its fourth season—a span that is already longer 
than that of any other man in-the city’s nine-year professional 
football history. 

A strict organizer and exacting fundamentalist, Ewbank directs 
what amounts to a “College of Football Knowledge.” He works his 
=e eee team on a time-table during practice and there 
is little lost motion along the way. 

Every workout is preceded by a classroom 
briefing. All players are graded individually 
off their performances in games and a week- 
to-week average is maintained. Ewbank and 
his assistants review movies of every game in 
this play-by-play, position-by-position analysis. 

Sa _ Prior to coming to Baltimore in 1954, 
| Weeb Ewbank Ewbank, a native of Richmond, Ind., served 
7 the Cleveland Browns as tackle coach for five 
years. Before that he was head coach at Washington (Mo.) Uni- 
versity, where his teams won 14 out of 18 games. 

In 1946, Ewbank was assistant football coach under Rip Engel 
and head basketball coach at Brown University. During the war, 
he helped coach the Great Lakes Naval Station team with Paul 
Brown—his later boss with the Cleveland Browns. 

Ewbank is a graduate of Miami of Ohio—the same college 
which sent Brown, Earl (Red) Blaik and Walter Alston to coaching 
and managing prominence. Ewbank, in fact, spent 13 years coach- 
ing and teaching at his alma mater prior to entrance into the Navy 
as a commissioned officer in 1943. 

His nickname, “Weeb,” had its origin when his younger brother 
as a baby had trouble pronouncing Wilbur. Incidentally, two of 
Ewbank’s daughters later married halfbacks he coached at Brown 
and Washington U, Another daughter, Jan, was a June graduate 
of the Towson High School. 

“Weeb” is married to the former Lucy Massey. His hobby, his 
vocation, his recreation and, yes, his life has been football. It is 
and has been a 365-day a year pursuit. —

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Backfield Coach 
CHARLES WINNER 


The most aptly-named coach in all football—that’s Charlie 
Winner, who is serving his fourth season as a member of the 
Baltimore Colts’ coaching staff. Winner has the distinction of being 
the only former player coached- by Weeb Ewbank who is now 
working for him. 

At Washington (Mo.) University, Winner was a standout 
halfback and in 1948 received the St. Louis Quarterback Club 
Award as the leading back in the area. Before coming to the Colts, 
Winner was an aide at Case Tech for four years and served as a 
press-box scout for the Cleveland Browns. 

With the Colts, Winner handled the ends in 1954 and the 
defensive backs the last two years. A veteran of World War II, 
“Chuck” was a gunner-radio operator with the Eighth Air Force 
and was shot down on his 17th mission. He spent two months in a 
German prison camp before being liberated. 

The Colts’ backfield boss was born in Sommerville, N. J., but 
now lives in Baltimore with his wife and two daughters. 


Center-Guard Coach 
HERMAN BALL 


This is Herman Ball’s fourteenth season of coaching service in 
the National Football League. He spent 11 years with the Wash- 
ington Redskins, one with the Pittsburgh Steelers and now he is 
into his second campaign with the Colts. 

Ball joined the Redskins in 1944 as a game scout. He became 
an assistant coach in 1946 and in 1949, 1950 and 1951 was the 
head coach of the Washington eleven. He also spent four years as 
an aide at the University of Maryland under Clarence (Doc) 
Spears and Clark Shaughnessy. 

While guiding Allegany High School in Cumberland, Md., to 
three unbeaten seasons, Ball developed two players who went on 
to gain fame in college and pro play. They were Tommy Mont, the 
present Maryland coach, and Jim Gaffney of Tennessee. 

A native of West Virginia, Herman was a running guard on the 
1933 Davis-Elkins team which led the nation in scoring. Ball is 
married, has one son and lives in Baltimore. 
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Tackle Coach 
JOHN BRIDGERS 

At Johns Hopkins University, John Bridgers won the Mason- 
Dixon Conference football championship last fall and then was 
picked by the undergraduates as the faculty member who had 
contributed the most to the success of the student body. 

Bridgers, a drawling native of Birmingham, Ala., played guard 
at Auburn in 1942. He was an honor student and received the 
award for putting up the highest four-year scholastic average in 
Business Administration and Economics. He later taught economics 
at Auburn and was an assistant coach of junior varsity football. 

In 1947, he went to Sewanee as line coach and track coach and 
remained there until 1951—when he was recalled to active duty 
as a captain in the Army. He spent seven months in Japan and 
coached the First Calvary Division Artillery Football and track 
teams. 

Following his release from active service, he accepted the foot- 
ball and track positions at Johns Hopkins. Bridgers is married, has 
three children and lives in Baltimore. 


End Coach 
BOB SHAW 

As a player in the National Football League, Bob Shaw left a 
mark as one of the game’s top performers. He holds the record for 
most touchdown passes caught in one game—five—a little feat he 
turned in against the Baltimore Colts in 1950 while playing for 
the Chicago Cardinals. 

Shaw, a native of Freemont, Ohio, played on Paul Brown's 
National Championship Ohio State team in 1942 and was a con- 
sensus All-America. He fought in the European Theatre during 
World War II and, after discharge, was a member of the NFL 
champion Cleveland Browns in 1945. | 

He moved to Los Angeles in 1946 with the Ram franchise. The 
1947 season saw him sustain a broken neck in a game against the 
New York Giants. He was out of football for a year, but was an 
assistant coach at Loyola of Los Angeles. 

In 1949 he was back with the Rams and in 1950 was traded to 
the Cards. He is married, lives in Baltimore and has two children. 
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Registrar 
KEITH F. MOLESWORTH 
Personnel Director 

Talent is the life blood of a football team. And the man in 
charge of procuring same for the Baltimore Colts is Keith Moles- 
worth, the club’s able director of personnel who is fortified with 
an outstanding sports background. 

Molesworth took over direction of the Colts’ scouting system 
in 1954 after a year as head coach. He covers college games in the 
fall and spring practices on campuses in all 
parts of the country. He also receives peri- 
odical reports from 46 scouts around the 
nation. 

Molesworth graduated from Monmouth 
(Ill.) College and quarterbacked the Chicago 
Bears for six years. He also played shortstop 
for six different teams in the high minor leagues 
heS of baseball, including the Baltimore Orioles 
Keith Molesworth and Syracuse Chiefs, where he teamed-up in 

a a double-play combination with Don Kellett, 
now Colt general manager. 

After leaving pro football, Molesworth served as varsity back- 
field coach at the Naval Academy. He resigned in 1946 and managed 
the Columbus team in the Sally League for the Cincinnati Redlegs. 
Three of his players, Herman Wehmeier, Frank Baumholtz and 
Ted Kluzewski, went on to establish themselves in the majors. 

In 1946, “47 and °48, Keith coached the Honolulu Warriors 
to two titles in the Pacific Coast Football League. He then took 
over the Richmond Rebels and captured flags in 1949 and °50. In 
1952, he was backfield coach of the Pittsburgh Steelers and came 
to the Colts the following season. 

Keith is married to the former Doris Cabell of Richmond, Va. 
His one season as head coach of the Colts was highlighted by two 
victories over the Chicago Bears, his pro alma mater, and Moles- 
worth is one of the few coaches in football to have a perfect record 
against his old teacher, Papa Bear George Halas. 

A native of Washington, lowa, the quiet, well-liked Molesworth 
played as many as 21 football games in a single season during his 
six years of service with the Bears. He was a member of two 
divisional title winners and one championship team—that in 1933.

ED BLOCK 


His life has been devoted to helping other people. Yes, Eddie 
Block, the Colts’ trainer, is either repairing a damaged leg muscle 
so a behemoth-sized football player can play in next week’s game or 
else is trying to show a little seven-year-old how to walk with braces. 

Six months of the year finds Block training the Colts. The rest 
of the time he works with crippled children in the physio-therapy 
department at Kernan’s Hospital. Block, himself, is from a family 
of ten children born and raised in St. Louis. 

Eddie, starting his fourth season with the Colts, has a B.S. and 
M.A. in physical education from the University of Missouri, an 
Ed.D. degree from Columbia University Teachers’ College and a 
physical therapy certificate from the Columbia Medical School. 

In addition, he has been a high school teacher and coach, a 
physical therapist i in four hospitals, playground and camp director, 
executive officer with a tank outfit in World War II and trainer 
for Coach Weeb Ewbank at aperieson University prior to coming 
with the Colts,

The projects and undertakings of the Colts Associates are 
numerous but their purpose is two-fold: (1) To aid the Colts; (2) 
To promote the city of Baltimore and the State of Maryland. 

Membership in the Associates is limited to 25 and officerships 
change every year. They operate as a non-profit group and are 
without parallel in the National Football League. 

The Associates, organized in 1948, were born of an idea de- 
veloped by Charles P. McCormick, prominent Baltimore exporter 
and civic leader. The Colts Associates go all out in putting on the 
annual Intra-Squad game which benefits the Police Boys’ Clubs of 
Baltimore. 

A yearly “kickoff” dinner, excursions to road games and huge 
fan receptions, when the team returns home after a long trip, are 
other important promotions staged by the Colts Associates. 

This year’s hatoaae is Harry Schneider. He succeeds Walter 
Allen, who presided in 1956. Other officers are David P. Bendan, 
vice-chairman, and Walter Adolph, secretary. 

The Associates gather every week during the regular season and 
once a month the rest of the year. Many of the members are former 
college athletes themselves. They stand ready at all times to assist 
Colt players in any and all respects. 

Two of the Associates, Ed Adams and Tommy Dukehart, were 
former publicity men for the Colts. Both, however, were charter 
members of the group. Although they have left football for other 
endeavors, their interest in the Colts hasn’t diminished. 

The creed of the Colts Associates typifies the spirit of the 
group—‘What’s good for the Colts is good for Baltimore and 
Maryland.” They, the members, come from all fields of business 
and industry. Football and the Colts is their interest and, yes, 
avocation.
